wire to provide separate exercise 
quarters for men and women'pris- 
oners.

United States senator waits until 
he has served his first term or at 
least most, of it before he makes up 
his mind as to whether the job is 
all th»t it is cracked up to be. 


For instance, John Sharp Wil- 


liams of Mississippi spent years in 
both the house and senate before 
he left capital hill with the excla- 
mation: 


'I'd rather be a hound dog bay- 


ing at«e Mississippi moon than to 
continue as United States senator." 


Before Arthur Gould of Maine 


quit the senate in disgust with the 
close of the last congress he spoke 
his opinion of the senate in no un- 
certain terms. 
But he waited al- 


most six years 


As for the junior senator 
from 


Kentucky, 
however—bushy-haired, 


portly Marvel 
Mills Logan—the 


mere space of three months has 
been enough for him. 


He Speaks Out 


Take it from Senator Logan: 
"I never had any great desire to 


be in the United States senate. I 
have much less desire to be there 
now than I did before I came." 


Logan's career in politics has 


been notable. New 57 years old, he 
has served his state as attorney 
general, chief justice of its highest 
court, and now as senator. 


Logan's feeling of apathy for the 


senate is the result of 36 years' ex- 
perience in public office. 


"I have- never held an office yet," 


Logan told his colleagues, "that I 
did not have to resign and go back 
to work to make a living and try to 
pay my debts."

The pitchers will be helped be- 


cause the outfields will have 
an 


opportunity to roam, and can catch 
balls which formerly went over the 
fence or were knocked down by the 
walls. 


All three fields will be sun fields 


part of the game, although the high 
stands will hide the sun in the late 
stages. On dark days the fielders 
may find the park somewhat dark.

general, chief justice of its highest 
court, and now as senator.

Albert Capone Among Suspects 
Police C hief Sullivan imm ediately 
dispatched his riot squads and they

them Albert Capone, who identified 
himself as the brother of th e scar- 
face gang leader now incarcerated 
in the A tlanta Federal penitentiary..

dwelling of State 
Senator Richey V. G raham , dem ­ 
ocratic leader of Cicero and son-in- 
law of Mayor Anton J. Cermak, of 
Chicago. 
Mayor Cem y was in South Haven, 
Michigan, for th e week-end but his 
sister-in-law , Miss Rose Novak, and 
a girl friend were in the house when 
it was rocked by the explosion.

If, after two ballots, the majority

penalty, the most 
severe penalty proposed Is excluded 
from the third ballot. This pro­ 
cedure is repeated tm til a penalty 
has teen voted by a majority.
